The American Federation of Catholic 
Sodetiea will meet in third national 
convention at Atlantic City, New Jersey, 
August 1 to 5. This convention will he 
most representative and already prepara- 
tions to attend it have been made by 
prominent churchmen and laymen from 
all parts of the United Statee, maay of 
whom will addreaa the delegate! daring 
the open meetinga to be held in connec- 
tion with the oonventioB. The New 
Jeraey Committee la leaving nothing un- 
done to make the convention a great 
ancceaa and aaanrea the delegates an en- 
joyahleaod prafitabit vWt to tbo Mo- 
ahore. 

Since the convening of the Chicago 
convention federation haa made progresa 
far beyond the expectations of its most 
enthusiastic frienda. , On ita memberahip 
roater now appear the nameaof nearly all 
the prominent aocicties in the United 
State* and Porto Rico. The movement 
has received the indoraetnent of hia Bs- 
cellency the 



Jefferson County delegates, and that he 
be allowed to suggest his two assfHHates. 

The opinion prevaile<l that Kentucky 
ought to send a large and representative 
delegation. If all do not go aa delegates,

His father was 
Jerome Napoleon Bonaparte, who came 
to America many yeara ago and aettled in 
Bordentown, N. J. Hia grandfather waa 
the yonngeat brother of Napoleon I.

8tnoa Sunday, July 5, the whole world 
haa been waiting for news of His Holineaa, 

Pope Leo XIII. On the night of July 4 
the news was tlashed round the world 
that he had suffered an attack of pleuro- 
pneumonia, a disease which is generally 
fatal with young and robust people. 
Hence in a man of the Pope's years the 
most serious results might be expected. 
Europe, Asis, Africa, North, South and 
Central America, the Phillipinea, and far 
off Anatralla, all damored for newaof the 
Pope'a condition, while prayers wen con- 
tinually going up that he spared to hia 
tieople. Prayers'in convents and monas- 
teries, in palaces and cabins, all breathe<l 
forth for the great Vicar of Christ upon 
earth, have l)een ascen<ling to the throne 
of the Most High. The monarch, tbe 
statesman, the merchant, the soldier, 
aailor, mochanic, htiabaiidman and hum- 
ble laborsr, all naitnd in one grand 
prayer: "God Span Fopo I<ao to no a 
while longer." 

It was not Cstholics slone who were 
interested. The whole dvilized world 
awaited the news of his recovery or 
happy death. New.spaper oDices were 
liesiegeil with anxious inquirers, and 
every daily paper had page after page 
iconcemiug hia iUocM, hia .probable suc- 
ceaaor, his cluonologicsl record and inci- 
dents of his life. And why? Because 
they sU recognised involnntarily that 
he waa aojl oaly tbe head of tba one, 
tme dinrefa, but the greatest man of the 
nineteetb century— yes, possibly that the 
twentieth century would not produce 
his e<iual as statesman, diplomat, scholar, 
educator and friend of the people. Pope 
Leo has always taken a bold stand for 
progress. In fact it might be said that 
he ia the very personification of progress. 
He waa the friend of arts and letters, of 
conuneroa, of modidne and law and 
order. 

So often ia noant yean have cable- 
grama been seat oat concer n ing the 
Popa*e kaolth ttat ter a period of twenty- 
four boon fair in America believed his 

condition was serious. Then came more 
details and official bulletins. Uater the 
word came to tbe church dignitaries. On 
Wednesday hia Eminence Cardinal James 
Gibboaa left Baltimore for New YMt eu 
route to Europe. On Thursday be Bailed 
for Havre. In the event of the Pope'a 
death he will go dtred to Rome. Other- 
wiae he will remain in Paria. 

Hia Holineaa Pope Leo XIII. at the 
time the Kentucky Iriah American goes 
to preaa is cloae to death's door. After a 
week of strenuous efforta on tbe T>art of 
Dr. Lapponi, the latter has giveu up all 
hope of the Pope'a recovery. Qnly yes- 
tciday, after recdving a cheering mes- 
sage from an Iriah-American prieat, our 
Holy Father said: "The Americana have 
alwaya showed me mora affection than 
any other peoftle. I love them."

.Mlliou)^li a mere youth young Pecci 
felt that he had been called to serve his 
Divine Master as a priest. All his en 
deavors tended toward that end. When 
be was only eight years old he entered 
the Jeauit college at Vlterbo. There he 
remained until after the death of hia be 
loved mother. In 1825 be entered the 
Collegio Romano, which had been re- 
stored by Pope Ix!o XII. In 1827 be 
matriculated at the (iregorian University 
aaasluilenl of <livinity. When he was 
twenty-two years old be won tbe title of 
dodor of theology and entered the Col- 
lege of Noble Ecclesiaatlcs, an institution 
for tbe education of thoae who design to 
serve the Pontifical government as eccles- 
iaatios. In 1887 the young I.eviie was 
made aubdeaoon, deacon and onlaiueil 
priest. One year later he was maile 
ecclesiastical governor of the province of | 
Uenevento. In all these things he wa.s 
unconsciously preparing for the great 
work that he was to perform many years 
later as without doubt tbe most illus- 
trious succeaaor of St. Peter.

Although Pope, he retained the pre- 
fectship of the congregation of the Holy 
Roman and Universal Inquisition, or 
Holy Office; of the Consistorial con>;rena 
tion of the Apostolic Visitation; of the 
Pontifical Commission; the Protectorshi)> 
of the church and Chapter of Saints 
Celaua and Julianus; of the whole order 
of St Benedid; of the Order of Friars 
Minor; of the Ardwoafratamitiea of the 
Vis Cruda; of the Lovers of (Mirist snd 
Mary; of the Sacred StigmsU of St. 
Francis and of the Dominican Order. 

What I,eo XHl. has done for the 
church of which he was the visible head 
can not l)e recorded now. His far reach- 
ing influence can not even be conceived. 
It will ramsin for historians of centuries 
to eosoe to relate the effect of bis work 
A brief newspsper Skdch can not even 
give an outline fA tUa glorious old:man, 
whoae gigantic brain, infinite will power, 
inconcdvable conrsge, unfaltering devo- 
tion to church and charity and able 
liplomacy, can only be weak, yea, pitiful 
at the best. Leo— lion of the church— he 
has ever been. His name shall live in 
history until time aball be no more 
What one of nS, even the humblest, shall 
not be remembered in his prayers before 
that heavenly Viear wbom Leo repre 
aented. "Lord, span ny pebplcl" will 
be his oontinual prayer befon t&at great 
white throne of God. Yon and me and 
our families will be fucltided in that 
prayer. And we who have lived in his 
time can rest assured that iu l^eo XIII 
we wi U have an able advocate when we 
are called into eternity. 

What can one say of the life of Joachim 
Pecci since he Iwcame I'opi ? Each day 
had its trials and troubles, ita successes 
and iu triumphs. Think of it— the two 
hundred and sixty-third succeaaor of St. 
Peter. Mo dynaaty on earth can point to 
such a rsoord. No monsrch csn boost of 
such s mnltitnde of sahjeds. Bvery dsy 
brought trork to Leo XUL, aa it bronght 
to hia predeceaaora, but pcohaUy never 
before was there so much work. Certoin 
it is that the church was never in more 
affluent circumstances, numerically, so 
dally and financially. Each day brings 
its own vici-ssitudes to the Pope, who is 
no monarch of a petty kingdom, but the 
spiritual ruler of tbe whole world. Each 
aud ever}- day's work since Leo became 
Pope haa been importeut iu aome feature 
or other. Theraara no hdidaya, no vaca 
tiona for hia Holineaa. However, one may 
pick out a lew of the moat extraordinary 
evente of hia life that, shine snd will con 
tinue to shine in history. 

For instance, his first encyclical letter, 
published on December 28, 187H, written

SITUATION IN PRANCE. 



France is beginning to realize 
the results of persiScntiou, robbery 
and banishment of the religious 
orders. Communities deprived of 
education refuse to levy taxes to 
establish and mainUin Stete 
schools; the suppression of indus 
tries conducted by religious orders 
has destroyed the trade of entire 
pfOfvinocs, people M* deprived of 
employment, railways of traffic, 
merchants and financiers of profit- 
able business* To. build schools 
and provide teiidiers will cost mill- 
ions, which will have to be paid 
for by the Government, which has 
no funds for that purpose, and the 
oommnncs decline to support or 
send the children to thetn if es- 
tablished. Then the loss of indus- 
try, traffic and business, leaves 
thousands without employment, a 
burden on the Ooyemment to feed, 
for they have hisil taught to, look 
to the GovemuMut ior sustenance. 
Already the commercial reports of 
France show a marked decrease 
and loss, which must cause priva 
tion and hardship to the peasantry 
and working people, all of which 
tends to revolution. As to the 
means of averting the disasters 
threatened the Ftanch Ministry 
are at sea, divided and dilatory, 
when a fixed, intelligent and prompt 
course of action is necessary. 
History only repeats itself; like 
causes produce like restflts. France 
is no exception, and seems nearing 
the verge of soch periods in her 
career. Having «owed the wfaid, 
she will certainly reap the whirl- 
wind, and as in 1768, 1830 and 
1848, ifovernment folly and injus- 
tice will bring about government 
overthrow.

Tyranny Has Siiltdiiod Rut 
Never Conquered the 
Irish Bool.

The new Irish drsma which Is to sppesr 
soBR time this fall, the story of which is 
written oa paper made from Irish Hnen. 
grown, of course, on Irish soil, is said to 

be tbe truest expression of Irish senti- 
ment written this scfire of years. The 
fairies are dancing in the moonlight, the 
child that was "overlooked" has joined 
the band that rides the wind on broom- 
sticks or delves for gold in their little red 
cloaks at the foot of the oak trees. Tbe 
weird and mysterious, the trusting and 
seriona name of tbe Gael, are depicted, 
they say. in this pacaliarly ehancteriatic 
and simple folk story. 

The Gsellc tongue never died, though 
in many parts of Ireland it has slumbereil 
for several centuries. !<ut what is a cen- 
tury or two to a j)e<>ple overflowing with 
moral and inlellictnal vigor? Though 
the most brutal laws diil dam np the 
freedom of this vigor's flow, yet it rosi- 
steadily and surely, till in sweeping awa\ 
all opposition its virility is aaurpriae to 
the world. Religloa. law, poetry, belles 
lettera, tmdea, arte, patriotiam, all are 
enriched by the originality and aincerity 
of tbe Gael. The dramatlat Is now begin- 
ning to see his sitrnisffl, his romantic 
conceptions <if the commonplace, his 
love of knight errantry, hi:i universal 
sympathy with humanity, anil in placing 
this a<1mizture of earth and heaven l>efore 
tbe world the Gael has not a groat to 
lose but the universe to win. Tbe glow- 
ing imsginstion of Thomas Moore is only 
repeated over again in monaaterics of our 
own day and in tbe seminsries of our 
own Isnd, from whose aanctuaries have 
come the Parleys, Gibbons, Irelands, 
Quigleys, O'Donoghncs and Hogans, 
these only taking the places of the Mc- 
Ualt-s. Cr.ikcs, Walshes, O'Doniiells and 
an i'iiil>la/<iiu-<l host of Irish intellects of 
the giHxI but sorrowful days of old. 

Who can say that tbe statesmen of 
today excel the heroes and pnrliamen 
toriana of the days of O'Coooell and his 
predecesaora? Yet we must and do feel 
proud of omr Pamells, Redmonds. Dsvitts, 
Dillons, Powers and of our arittocrats of 
the pen, our Iriah editors, our poets, 
doctors of law and medicine, our book- 
makers, tenclu-rs, artists and musicians. 
With all this and as iiuich more it can 
not l>e said that our perio<l is signiflcanl 
of a renaissance, because the same con- 
dition has heretofore existed, the appre- 
ciation of the fact alone being wanting. 
Thb appreciation ia now coming to the 
front and to tbia esrakeoing to tbs mani 
fold ability of the Gael is doe tbe nse of 
tbe misleading term "Irish rsnaiaaance." 
Love of tbe grand and true was as vivid 
in the days of Krian Doru and in I79.S as 
now, and in the days of I, over, Carelton, 
"Zo/inius," or when i half century ago 
Erin's glowing banl addres-sed tbe land 
of his birth in the affectionate words of 
"Sweet Vale of Avoca" or tbe spcstropbe 
fonnd Ister in Lalla Rookb: 
'Go wing thy flight from star to star. • ^ 
From world to laminoos world, ss far 
As the universe spreads its flaming wsll; 
Take all the pleasures of all the spheres. 
And multiphy each thro' countless years. 
One moment of heaven is worth them all." 

The true "Irish renaissance" will come 
only when the shadows that are begin- 
ning to scatter from the blue vault of 
Enn shall have departed forever. When 
Mangan and Davis and Meagher and 
Moore aaug of tbe beantiea of their own 
native abore the aomwiag cadence of a 
minor key alone salted the measure of 
their melody. But as tbe purple uplifts 
tbe gold of morning takes its place and 
when tbe bright noonday comes lor tbe 
Iriiiil of the Gael's forefathers, then will 
come tbe real "Irish renaiooance. "
